Hongkong, April 1, 1889, 

Sm,—Many thoughts crossed my mind 
whilst reading, yesterday, the Inspector's 
report of tho Schools of this Colony. With 
your kiud permission, I will express them. 

According tu the figures given by the 
Inapector, the public can ,sev that the} 
Government ‘pay vory libsially for . the 
teaching givon in the Central School. 
Whoreaa tha Mission Schools cost but $3.89 
per pupil, the Government spends on the 
Ceutfiut Schoo! $19.43 per pupil, and with 
the interest of the palace. which is nearly 
finished one may say $29, instead of $19. 
Pray, don’t heliove that Tam ono of those 
who do not like to aco the people instruct- 
vd,—far from it; but I believe that tho 
Government is not obliged to tax people to 
maintain a Superiur Schoul in which a 
collegiate instruction is givon gratis; an 
elementary one only: should be 
above terms. If Mr So anil Xo wishes that 
his son should acquire x frst rato instruc. 
tion lot him pay forsame. Togive him it free 
is squandering the revenue of the Colony, 
What! the Missionaries can have goad 
schools with $4.89 per -pupil, and the Gov- 
ernment epend, all comprised, $29! If 
that ia nota real anomaly, there is nothing 
of the kind in this world. In my humble 
opic’ an; it seems to mo that, when the buys 
} know how to road, wtite and cipher—that 
is up tothe Gth standard—they should not be 
taught gratis any more, Those who desiro 
' to learn Mathematics, Latin etc. shold pay 
for the higher instryction. Why should 
the rate-payers be taxed to maintain suus 
Of well-to-do shop-keepers in school? I:- 
stead of such a . prodigality, Government 
might be more libera: towards the payment 
of the results at the annval examinations. 
Tho Government Inspector shows him- 
self somewhat strangely towards our poor 
Lusitanians by stating: that they withdraw 
their children from echool before they aro: 
thoronghly instructed in the higher branches: 
of learuing. If atl our yotngsters were 
becoming Doctors, sbould we better. off? 
Besidea, why propose to change tho olass of 
those who move in on himble ‘position? 
Surely it would not be to the advautago of 
many a young min? Our Portuguese 
youths make good clerks; they ore docile, 
obedient and trustworthy generally. They 
seem to be quite satisfied in their position. 
It happens, somatimes, thxt the expendi- 
ture of an-important sum raises a great 
storm in. the papers; whereas-for years 
past there has..been perfeot:eilonce. about 
the unnecessary expensa of paying. fir the 
schooling of Chinese pupils ‘where parenla 
could largely afford to pay for them. Pray 
where will you find another Colony spend- 
ing for euch boy 919.53 {or rather 629).
